dress before the Sboboysan Associa- 
tion of Commerce n, few nights URO. 


Dr. Kinsman iil^u com eyed tho idea 


that when the capitalist gives to the 
laborer his proper share in the fruits 
oC his effort, when capitalists com- 
pletely abolish the idea of competi- 
tion, socialism as a recognized politi- 
cal philosophy will <,ea^e to exist. 


He led up'to these conclusion** by a 


long and searching analysis oC capital 
and socialism. For the origin of the 
first he went hack lo primeval man 
and declared that 
the instant that 


man began to use instruments to aid 
him in killing ganio for a livelihood, 
is became a capitalist. If there were 
10 capitalists now, man would be re- 
duced to the necessity of paining: his 
ivehhood by tho most primitive means 
mown to history and revert to sav- 
agery. 


Turning- to socialism 
he credited 


.varl Marx, its founder, with being 
i great thinker but an occasionally 
'allacious thinker, .is when he made 


the mibtako 
of dividing labor into 


two classes, productive and non-pro- 
ductive. 
This classification declares 


all managers, clerks all in tho ser^ 
ice cla.ss, to be non-productive and 
therefore not entitled to share in th» 
fruits of the efforts of the productive 
class. 


This division raised in the minds of 


Marxians the question of who own? 
the means of production and they £t j 
once concluded that the stockholders 
stole it. The bolshevists, Russian so- 
cialists 
say that 
government is a 


-jscheme for protecting private proper- 
ty ihat is very largely stolen. They 
took over these private properties 
and attempted to run them with re- 
sults that are very well known.

Notwithstanding Prime Minister Mac- 


Donald was not specific in. the program." 
he outlined in announcing to the house of 
commons the policies of the new Labor 
government his speech nevertheless was 
well received. It is the function of the 
opposition, particularly the Conservatives 
who have just been .ousted, to heckle and 
belittle Mr. MacDonald, but the criticisms 
offered -will not be taken seriously by 
impartial observers. 


The new prime minister has a difficult 


road to travel, particular!}" in dealing 
with British finance and taxation, but we 
believe that even here he is likely to sur- 
prise his opponents in resourcefulness 
and in the reasonableness of his proposals. 
Naturally one of the objects of his first 
concern is unemployment; and he will 
have the sympathy and should have the 
support of the people of Great Britain in 
any constructive measure he maj- offer for 
its relief. If nothing can be done imme- 
diately 'to increase employment, he will. 
of course, be justified in extending in- 
creased government assistance to tempo- 
rarily care for those who are without the 
means of helping themselves. 


In foreign ^affairs Mr. MacDonald is

betes unless the patient's diet is scientifically ad- 
justed' and the proper amount of fo9d, both carbo- 
hydrates and other materials, given shortly after 
each dose of the insulin, for the purpose of insulin 
is to enable the patient to utilize a greater amount 
of carbohydrates and thus gain in strength. To use 
insulin without this dietary adjustment is a waste 
of time and money ands a rather dangerous prac- 
tice for the patient.

With Ground 


Poor grounds and poor ground con- 


nections probably cause more trouble 
to the operators of radio sets than any 
other factor. 
A large radio service 
' company In New York City recently 


made an investigation and found that 
more than nine-tenths of all the cases 
in which trouble was experienced, the 
difficulty was due to a poor ground. 
V careful study of grounds was made 
throughout Ohio in connection with 
electrical power transmission and it 
v,a« found that the average depth to 
obtain a good ground was -BO feet. 


To insure proper operation, the ra- 


dio set must first bo grounded to an 
object of proper type, and second, the 
ground connection must be made in 
the proper manner. In city installa- 
tions, perhaps the best 'object to use 
for a ground' is a water pipe. Make 
>our connection, however, as near as 
poesible to the point where the water 
piping enters the building-.1 If the wa- 
ter meter is located in tho building, 
"make the connection on the far side 
of the water meter. A steam or wa- 
ter heating system is usually connec- 
ted to tho water supply, and in this 
case may serve as a. ground. However, 
It is better to go diredt to the wa- 
ter system as just mentioned. The 
gas piping may also be used for a 
ground. In this case make your con- 
nection as near as possible to the point 
where the pipe enters the building. It 
several systems are available try out 
one after another, and use the one giv- 
ing the best results. 


"Where a piping system is not avail- 
' able, a ground may be obtained by 


dropping a copperplate to the bot-

Stretch ' wires parallel \or a few feet 
above the ground, or burled in a 
trench. A wire stretching a few feet 
above the ground may give tho best 
results,- and. if Jt can be erected in 
this position without being" in tho way, 
It is highly recommended.

ing: your ground wire to a -wire fence 
serves very much, trie samo purpose, 
and in practically all cases ia found 
to be greatly superior to telephone or 
lightning rods, or pipes driven into 
the ground.
